5. Applicant's amendment and arguments filed on 12/23/03 have 
been fully considered and they are found persuasive. 
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6. The rejection of claims 3, 23 and 33 under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention is withdrawn. 

7. The rejection claims 1-6, 9-13, 17, 24 and 39-41 under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Matyj aszewski et al . , U.S 
Patent No. 6,541,580 (hereinafter "Matyj aszewski" ) is withdrawn 

Allowable Subject Matter/Reasons for Allowance 

8. Claims 1-27, 31-36 and 38-41 are allowed. 

9. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The closest prior art located or identified by the 
Examiner is Matyj aszewski . Matyj aszewski teaches a process for 
ATRP polymerization and coupling of molecules by radical 
processes is provided, wherein improvements are provided by 
selection of various ligands, counterions, and transition metal 
compounds and/or zero oxidation state transition metals. See 
Matyj aszewski, Abstract; col. 1, lines 20-24; col. 4, lines 31- 
51. Matyjaszewski further teaches a process for ATRP 
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polymerization using a silica-supported catalyst. See 
Matyjaszewski, Example 269 (col. 125). Matyj aszewski differs 
from the present invention in that the present invention both 
soluble and attached (to solid supported) ligands and both 
soluble and attached metal complexes. 

10. As of the date of this Notice of Allowability, the Examiner 
has not located or identified any reference that can be used 
singularly or in combination with another reference including 
Matyjaszewski to render the present invention anticipated or 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art.
